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Lunar New Year Injects 
Money into Guangdong 


By FOLK KUHN 

HONGKONG 一 In these days 
of economic slowdown in the 
United States and many other 
countries， Guangdong. Province 
in southern China has remained 
unaffected and is likely to get 
ahead of the rest of the country in 
an economic upgrade now under- 
way. The turn of events should be 
pleasing to many ethnic Chinese 
in the US，and Southeast Asia， 
most of whom hail from Guang- 
dong. 

NEY YEAR'S 

The latest inflow of wealth into 
this province, of which this British 
crOwWn colony was formerly a part 
and to which it adjoins，began 
after Christmas and will continue 
until mid-FEebruary。，Guangdong 
is estimated to receive about $150 
million，over a period of 30 days. 

This has been due to the Chi- 
nese New Years visit of some 
400,000 Chinese from Hong Kong 
going back to their respective na- 
tive towns and villages in Cuang- 
dong. Ofthe five million people in 
this enclave，at least 90% orig- 
nated from that province. 

The trip for each person costs 
abonut $350 (HK $2.000) in addi- 
tion to the many gifts and clothing 
they bring to their dependents， 
relatives and friends. 下 very fam- 
ily here has parents，spouses or 
children in their native villages 
who welcome the visits of their 
kinsmen from HK This means 
they will have a chance to dine in 
the best restaurants in Guangzhou 
(Canton)，and other towns as 
guests of the HK visitors， 

Jt is probably only on this occa- 
sion that people on the hinterland 
have a chance to relish gourmet 
dishes. In contrast, the same visi- 
tors 计 they Were to visit any 
American Chinatown，would be 
entertained as guests in a Chinese 
restaurant and asked to_ tell 
whether the cuisine is up to the 
standard of that in Hong Kong. 

IICHY-EEEET 

The exodus is the greatest at 
the Hunghom Railroad Station， 
when each passenger brings along 


big suitcases containing warm 
winter clothes for their relatives 
in China. Some men and women 
carry their baggage on a bamboo 
pole with two bags suspended at 
two ends and resting on their 
shoulders. Other travellers over- 
dress in padded garb and transfer 
them to their folks in China om ar- 
rival. 

Although the peak period is be- 
tween Jan. 1 and lunar New Year， 
there have been steady streams of 
local residents and transient Chi- 
nese finding their way to China 
since 1980. Other passengers pro- 
ceed by steamers via the Pearl 
River，while those having only a 
Short vacation or in ahurry, travel 
by air. 

There is no off-season for the 
itchy-feet people in this colony. 
Of course, other Chinese proceed 
to their native homes in various 
parts of China，especially Shang- 
hai. In general, the favorite places 
to visit farther north are Beijing， 
Shanghai， Hangzhou， Suzhou， 
Kunming in Yunnan province and 
Sichuan province in the South- 
west、 The China Travel Service 
operated by the Chinese govern- 
ment has been doing rush busi- 
ness_ taking care of the throngs 
daily demanding traveling facili- 
ties. 

The globe-trotting bug has 
been caught by many people in 
HK as seen in the newspaper ad- 
vertisements of foreign tours by 
numerous travel agencies besides 
American 正 xpress and Thomas 
Cook，Then appear lawsuits by 
clients suing agemncies for collect- 
ing money without tours. The de- 
frauding companies just shut up 
shop，and this gives rise to de- 
mands for legislation against the 
fraudulent travel agencies.

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Singapore Halts 
Pirate Raids 
On Oil Tankers 


SINCAPORE 一 The Singa- 
pore ”Marine Police recently 
claimed that they have halted, for 
the past six weeks, incidents of pi- 
rates_attacking oil tankers (E/V7 
12/2/381) and other ships, the Netuw 
Times reported last week. The 
halt involved the efforts of the 
Singapore，Malaysian and Indo- 
nesian goverinments. In addition， 
some large companies, such as the 
Mobil Oil Corporation，which was 
attacked twice since last August， 
have used their own nieasures, in- 
cluding extra night watches and 
patrols and crew training in the 
use of high-power water hoses: 

In the past year，some 29 inci- 
dents of piracy have been re- 
ported in the Phillip Channel，a 
narrow，five-mile strait 13 miles 
south of Singapore, in Indonesian 
waters， The channel is the sole 
route for ships on an east-west 
route through the Strait of Ma- 
lacca into the South China Sea. 

SCHEME 

The pirates, usually numbering 
around six，use fast motorboats， 
called prahu, to approach the ves- 
sels and then use ropes and grap- 
Pling hooks to boardq. According to 
the Marine .Police，one Ppirate 
stays in the boat while the others 
board，usually going directly to 
the captain s cabin， Attacks come 
at night, and when the ships slow 
to negotiate the narrow Passage. 
Attack is easiest when the ships 
are full and sit low in the water, a 
time when the ship is in greatest 
danger 让 让 strays from the chan- 
nel. 

To date, the raids have only in- 
volved the theft of cash,， radios， 
wristwatches and other valuables， 
but not the cargo, according to the 
Singapore National Shipowners 
ASssociation , 

Last year，Indonesias national 
oil  _ company， Pertamina， had 
claimed the loss of millions of dol- 
lars of oil petroleum products， 


Supposedly to pirates boarding o 任 
Sumatra and siphoning the gaso- 
line. However, the claim was dis- 
covered to be a scheme designed 
by oil company executives wish- 
ing to sell the oil on the black mar- 
ket. The pirates turned out to be 
the executives，who enlisted the 
help of crew members.

“We wanted to put out the best 
damn translations anybody had 
yet brought into English,” states 
MecHugh in the introduction. Its a 
tall order. “To stick as close as 
may be to the intense mathe- 
matical concision of the Chinese 
and create structures to project 
this into English,”was the axiom 
Kwock and McHugh applied to 
their task for translation . 


What results is a unique coll-， 


ection of very direct，bare-bones 
Spare Tenditions of often-trans- 
lated and celebrated poems which 
sometimes work very well in their 
disarming :simPplicity but which 
other times seem to struggle for 
texture，nuance，continuity and 
feeling, “ 

New methods and attitudes 
toward translation work ought to 
be welcomed with an open mind. 
What Kwock and McHugh have 


done with Chinese ， poetry is 
unique and valid; they have 
applied the conventions of Chi- 
nese language to the English 
language. 

By So _ doing，however，they 
have also placed linguistic limi- 
tations on the English counter- 
part， The jlanguage sometimes 
sounds somewhat flat and the 
images do not flourish because 
they are choked off，disjointed， 
and lacking in emotional subtlety， 
了 过 works according to the rules 
in Chinese 让 doesnt necessarily 
work quite the samein English. 

-The art of interpretation as well 
as the art of creating poetry is a 
fine art，not a science and ought， 
TI believe，to be apprOoched as 
Such. There are no hard-fast rules 
for translating. Formulas and 
Structures can aid in the under- 
standing of poetic constructs， but 
they cannot suffice for the poetry 
itsejf.， 

下 wock and McHugh have done 
an admirable job in.trying to 
recreate the original spirit of the 
poems， Theirs is an interesting 
volume that shouldq be apprecia- 
ted by Chinese poetry buffs. They 
strive to come to the heart of the 
Chinese language and poetry， At 
times they come quite close; at 
other times，the heart of the 
English language and poetry 
suffers for 让 .For all translators， 
this dilemma of comPpromise is 
never easy， 

Ideally，the original Chinese， 
poems should be Printed alongside 
ihe translations so that readers can 
make their own comparisons. 
Unfortunately, the added printing 
cost of doing bilingual publica- 
tions Prevents most “publishers 
from doing them. Hopefully， 
though，the appearance of more 
bilingual publications will be- 
come a- trend in the future， 
because from an academic as well 
as an esthetic standpoint，there is 
certainly much more to be gotten 
from a bjlingual presentation tham 
from a strictly monolingual，sub-

Self-Help.

The increase in meals ls due 
mainly to convenience rather than 
food appeal, Chung noted, exX- 
Plaining that whereas before， 
the elderly would go to Far 
East at 11:30, eat and then leave; 
they now are able to arrive as 
early as 9 am and enjoy activities 
before their meal. 

Food for the Saturday meal 
ls catered directly to the Self- 
Help site byChester's Restaurant， 
Which also prepares the meals for 
the Cameron House (Mon., Wed.， 
Eri.) and Richmond Senior Cen- 
ter (Sat.) lunch programs. 


Chester Der, owner and mmanage 


manager of Chester's, enjoys 
preparing the meals and doesn't 
consider lt extra WoOrk. “IT Start 
about 10 to prepare the lunches 
and then someone (from Self- 
Help 一 Picks them up 一 1t's not 
really hard,”Der explained, who 
slidesteps questions of age and 
retirermnent.

In the 
small village, the money Was 
wrapped up in Plain pieces of red 
Paper cut from a large sheet. 

A high point of the festivities 
came when dragon dance came to 
town. According to Lau, horses 
Were borrowed from surrounding 
towns and beautiful girls were in- 
vited from Guangzhou for the 
event. A wooden statue of the 
Goddess of Mercy，Guan-yin， 
seated on a sedan, lead the Par- 
ade. Behind that came the horses 
with the Guangzhou women Sitting 
astride them， 

A long dragon, carried by dan- 
cers from local villages, twisted 
and turned at the end. Fire- 
crackers, drums and cymbals ac- 
companled the daytime parade， 
which was matched by crowds of 
men, women and children. 

Lau and Lee no longer prepare 
for the New Year's as they once 
did in their home villages. Both 
buy prepared foods commer- 
cially, and said that they are too 
old to make it themselves as they 
once did. But they clearly remerm- 
ber the old days when they 
coOoked the Special dlshes at 
home and their eyes Sparkiled 
when they spoke of the varlous 
treatS.

MIxed Reactions in C'town

SAN FRANCISCO=Ata 
“public meeting last Thursday， 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) representatives Teceived 
Imlxed reaction for thelr proposal 
to establish a resldential permit 
Parking program in the China- 
town-Nob Hill area. 

The proposal recelived Strong 
Support from the Nob Hill Neligh- 
bors Association (NHNA), the 
original proponents of the Plan， 
-and cautious approval from 
Several Chinatown groups, pend- 
ing modiflcations affecting mer- 
chants. The meeting was called by 
the SFE Board of Supervisors when 
it learned in December that 
Chinatown residents and mer- 
chants had not been well in- 
formed about which Streets Would 
be affected. 

NON-RESIDENTS 

The objective of the residen- 
tial permit parking program, also 
known as“preferential parking,” 
1s to increase'the number of 
Spaces availabjle to reslidents by 
discouraging non-residents from 
parking. Under this program, Ve- 
hicles without resident permits 
would be limited to two-hour 
parking Mon.-Fri. 8 am to 9 pm. 

The proposed reglon,， Area C， 
1s apPTOximately a rectangle 
bounded on the north and south 
by Broadway and Sutter, and on 
the east and west by Kearny and 
PoLk. Under the program, resi- 
dents would be eligible to 
purchase permilts, one for each 
car, at$l3 for the first year, and 
$10 annually thereafter. Each 
business could purchase one per-

mit. 

Preferential parking was intro- 
duced to SF in 1979 in Tele- 
graph Hill where residents 
deemed it a Success, and abont 
five more neighborhoods have 
since joined the program. In 
1979, a petition sponsored by the 
Nob Hill Neighbors was submitted 
for a Preferential parking area. 

Michael Stumpf, a former 
NHNA president, backs the Pro- 
gram Strongly，explaining that 
it would eliminate the dumping 
of cars "during the day by com- 
muters Outside the city. Residents 
now think twice about using 
their cars for errands for fear of 
losing their spaces.“[Tve had to 
circle the Streets forhalf an hour 
to find aspot,”complained one 
resident. 

MINI-CITY 

Chinatown groups are unsure 
of the benefits of preferential 
Parking for community residents. 
Much of Chinatown is metered， 
So those parking withbin China- 
town Will still need to move their 
cars or feed the meter every hoar. 
了 Oowever, stickered cars could be 
Parked all day on Nob Hill. Phil 
Chin, a founder of Chinatown 
Transportation Research for Im- 
Provement Program (TRIP)，, felt 
that chargling people for permits 
Was not democratic.“Some 
People would be hard-pressed to 
Pay that $13,” he sald. 

Mike Louie, also of TRIP,，was 
concerned that next year's cable 
carreconstruction Will severely 
limit the availability of parking， 
because 10 to 20 streets will be 
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out of service at a time. Norman 
Bray and Nelson Wong of the 


DPW conceded that there was no 
plan to alleviate that problem， 


but that the Situation would be 
better with Preferential parking 
than Without it. 

Amy Chung, Vice-president of 
Stockton Street Merchants and 
Property Owners Association ， 
pointed out that Chinatown2s 
Parking needs are Very diferent 
from Nob Hill's. Chinatown is a 
“Imini-city”used not only as a 
highrdensity reslidentlal area; but 
also as a cultural commercial， 
and social gathering Place by Chi- 
nese from throughout the Bay 
Area，whereas Nob Hill is prim- 
marily residential. 

Particularly for storeowners， 
the Principal concern is to have 
as many people as possible come 
into Chinatown, she noted. 


Parking tme hmits must be en- 
forced strictly to encourage 3 
high turnover of cars, she sald 
Chung suggested that the Permit 
Parking program be modified to 
include the installation of parking 
meters on many Chinatown 
Streets north of California St and 
east of Powell. 
CUSTOMERS 

The preferential parking Plan 
cajlls for curbs palinted white 
and yellow, slgnifying loading 
Zones, to remain as they are， while 
green zones, Signifying 15-minute 
Parking only, will become meter- 
ed zones. These rules Would be 
easler to Understand with imeters 
than with just parking signs, parti- 
cularly for non-English speakers， 
some of whom might believe 
their new permilts would allow 
them to park all day even in 
green Zones, Chung sald. Al- 
though the merchants may bene- 
fitfrom the program in the long 
run, they are wary of any changes 
in regulations whlch may scare 
aWay customers. 

Enid Lim of TRIP said that 
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Preferential parking may be ques- 
tionable in Chinatown because 
there simply aren't enough 
spaces for everyone.Louls noted 
that“Chinatown has already 
been without the program for 
three years”since the petition 
was submitted, and people seem 
to be sutviving-. 

Another public meeting wi 
be held in two or three weeks to 
discuss exactljy which streets in 
Chinatown should have meters 
installed, and which yellow， 
White, or green curbs should be 
repainted: Merchants and resi- 
dents north of California and 
east of Powell whose streets will 
be affected are urged to attend. 

The revised plan will go before 
the Boardof Supervisors for ap- 
Proval in March, and the target 
date for initiation of the pIogram 
is Aug. 1.To get information on

SF-Beijing-Shanghai Rose 
Exchanges Promote Beauty

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Arose 
culture exchange established last 
June between the SF Rose So- 
ciety (SFRS) and the Beiljing Rose 
9ociety, the Shanghali Rose Society 
Soclety and the Temple of 
Heaven Rose Garden in Beijing 
has prompted the delivery of over 
a thousand rose cuttings, Varlous 
literature, afilm, and slides to 
help reestablish China's rose

gardens which were destroyed 
during the Cultural Revolution. 
Earlier thlis month, the SF Society 
sent another group of rose cnut- 
tings to China with the Project's 
injtiator; Beulah KKwok Sung. 
“The Chinese have fallen so 
far behind in rose cultivation 
explained GeorgePoppin， cul- 
tural coordinator for SERS and 
they really want to catch up:” 


Sung s company is in the 
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Process of bullding 4 1,000-room 
hotel in Beijing, called the Great 
Wall, to be completed next year- 
Through her travels to China last 
year, she observed the rela- 

tively undeveloped rose culture 
that existed there. Sung s father 
was a famots hyberdizer in 

China and, having been around 


roses from:ayoung age, SUiig 500n 


developed the same enthuslasm - 
for roses:. 

Last June, Sung contacted 
SERS president, Renato Blsso， 
about the plight of China's fled- 
gling rose SOcieties. At the next - 
meeting, an announcement Was 
made and the membership de- 
cided to do what they could. 

Since then; three delliveries 
have been made totaling approOXIl- 
mately 1,200 rose cuttings' of 
over 70 varieties, a film on rose 
cufrivation, slides on landscaping， 
Dumerous books, and gardening 
SupPplies: 

Many of the cuttings were do- 
nated by SERS members buft 
some were generously given by 
the SF Golden Gate Park Rose 
Garden, Poppin pointed out:. The 
rose cuttings are packed in wet 
peat moss.and plastic bags and 
then transported with the other 
Supplies by Sung through her 
business travel. 

Upon her arrival, the CE

wood oak flooring, vaulted ceilings，interior redwood Paneling， buil-in burglor alarm and 
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sify ancient Chinese rose varieties 
scattered all over the country; 
Investigate and explore China's 
wild rose species, particularly in 
Southwestern provinces; and 
encourage rose breeding-. 
INTEREST 

Currently, the Beling and 
Shanghai Rose Societies are Work- 
ing on holding seasonal rose 
shows and promoting rose educa- 
tion on the institutional and 
domestic level， according to 
Poppin. 

Last October, the Beijing Rose 
9Society held a rose exhibition 
in Zhongshan Park，which was. 
featured in a special program on 
Radio Beijing. Since the rose 
culture exchange began, there 
have been numerous updates on 
the project and much warm 
Pralse from the broadcasts， 
Poppin noted.“They have been 
extremely open and honest about 
their appreclation for the help.2” 

The Shanghai Rose Society 
also held a rose show last Septem- 
ber. Although the exhibitions 
were put together with the limited 
limited roses they had available， 
thousands came to see the shows5. 
There was particular interest

"and supplies are distributed to 
the rose Societies. The rose cut- 
tings are then planted in public 
gardens or in members” gardens 
and balconies. 

By grafting the eye of a bud leaf 
on the rose cutting (branch) onto 
_Ioot stock and then applying a root 
hormone, approximately six rose 
Plants can be obtained from one 

rose cuttings, Poppln explained. 
Thus 1200 rose cuttings have a 
Potential of providing up to 7200 
new plants. 

Sung handles both the 
Port and the bills, but the Chi- 
nese, however, are willing to 
reimburse all expenses.“They 
are SO enthusiastic...and deeply

The 41-year-old SFRS has a 
membership of over 200 and wel- 
comes anybody interested in roses 
to attend their meetings every 
second Sunday of the month at the 
the Hall of Flowers in Golden 
Gate Park.
